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ARCHITECTURE REFLECTS SPIRIT OF NORWAY 


Finnish Society 


Buildings are like mirrors, they 
reflect the community or nation, 
the spirit of its people, free or con- 
fined. The people of Norway have 
for generations endowed their coun¬ 
try with an abundance of artistic 
wealth; it is as much a part of 
them as eating. It is true in their 
buildings of recent times they have 
followed the present trend to moder¬ 
nize to some extent, but modernism 
has not cast a total eclipse there. 
They still have their sky of blue 
where the sun shines on the artist 
who is imaginative, creative and 
naturalistic. 

Oslo City Hall is distinctly ‘Nor¬ 
way’. It is a romatic design built 
in a cold and rational age. It was 
in 1915 when Mr. II. Heyerdahl 
Mayor of Norway at that time, sub¬ 
mitted a proposal for such a build¬ 
ing. He had already collected more 
than 1 million kroner in private con¬ 
tributions and was soon to add 
another three-quarter million. King 
Haaken VH and Queen Maud were 
among the subscribers. The plan 
won unanimous acclaim,, A compe¬ 
tition was arranged among Nor¬ 
wegian Architects with the aim of 
securing plans and ideas for {he new 
City Hall and its environs. The win¬ 
ning entry was submitted by Mr. 
Arnstein Arneberg and Mr. Magnus 
Paulson, two men-imaginative, 
creative and knowledgeable in their 
field-and in 1920 they were given 
the task of building the City Hall. 
It was to have been completed by 
1924 but problems of various kinds 
arose. The foundation stone was 
finally laid September 4, 1931. Work 
progressed from then on until 1940 
when Norway was occupied by Ger¬ 
man troops. The war interrupted all 
building until 1945 when normal 
work was again resumed and the 
City Hall quickly took shape and 
was soon occupied. In 1950 the build¬ 
ing was inaugurated on the occasion 
of the Capital’s 900th Anniversary. 
ASTRONOMICAL CLOCK

concrete faced with hand-made 
brick from the Municipal brick¬ 
works.

dle ages. Different kinds of Nor¬ 
wegian stone have been used for 
the detailed ornamentation. The Hall 
boasts twin towers’, on the north 
facade, facing' Fridtjof Nansens 
Plass, is the great astronomical 
clock, and on the top of the east 
tower, which is the highest of the 
towers, is a carillon of 38 bells which 
play a tune every hour. The hours 
are struck by the two big bells 
which are coupled to the tower 
clock. The astronomical clock has 
a diameter of 5 meters. On its outer 
circumference it shows the hour of 
the day. Inside this there is an 
astronomical circle with figures 1 
metre high, showing astronomical 
time. The clock also shows the date 
and has several astronomical fea¬ 
tures and has a total of five hands. 
Ever since the middle ages it has 
been the custom to mount this type

ART IN ABUNDANCE 

Inside the great Main Hall are 
the art works of some Norway’s 
leading artists and sculptors. Here 
can be seen the world’s largest 
monumental painting, 85 ft. by 43 ft. 
done by Henrik Sorenson. This is an 
oil painting done on wooden boards 
which have been fitted together. 
There are also Frescos by Per 
Krohg (he was commissioned to 
paint the large mural which domin¬ 
ates the Security Council Chamber 
of the United Nations in New York.) 
Other Frescos were done by Alex 
Revold, Alf Rolfsen, paintings by 
Edvard Munch, Reidar Aulie and 
others. Sculptures are by Anne 
Grimdalen, Joseph Grimeland, to 
name a few, and wooden bas-releifs 
around the courtyard walls with 
scenes from Norse Mythology, the 
work of Dagfin Werenskiold. In the 
Banquet Hall is Agnes Hiorth’s pro- 
trait of King Haakon VII and an oil 
painting by Willie Midelfart pro- 
traying open air life by the Oslo 
Fjord. In the East Gallery are Per 
Krohg’s decorations showing the 
mutual dependence of town and 
country. Aage Storstein’s mural in 
the West Gallery shows how the 
Torch of Freedom, lit by the French 
Revolution in 1789, threw light over 
the Human Rights and in 1814 reach¬ 
ed Norway to awaken the land from 
its winter night’s sleep to a new 
national and political independence. 
This anniversary is celebrated with 
the annual Children’s Parade in 
Oslo on the 17 of May, Independence 
Day. The City Hall is suituated by 
Oslo Fjord and stands as a monu¬ 
ment to past and present.

The roundtrip first class trip from 
Anchorage to New York costs $619.- 
00, whereas the 17-day excursion 
rate from Anchorage to Copenhagen 
and back via New York is only 
$588.30. The saving is $30.70. Our 
businessman can even take the two- 
day, one-night Copenhagen package 
which is currently being promoted 
by SAS as an off-season feature and 
which includes cab transportation 
from City Air Terminal to a first- 
class hotel, overnight accommoda¬ 
tion and dinner at the hotel. On the 
second day, breakfast is served in 
the hotel and a Copenhagen tour, 
which operates all year around, is 
offered. The tour covers virtually 
the whole of Copenhagen and in¬ 
cludes the changing of the Guard at 
Amalienborg Palace, several old 
churches and other points of inter¬ 
est. This all-inclusive, very attrac¬ 
tive package deal costs $15.00, so 
our businessman still has another 
$15 for souvenir shopping at Kastrup 
International Airport’s duty - free 
shop. 

It is an attractive proposition—for 
the price of New York get Europe 
free. 

Copenhagen offers a lot of bonuses 
to the traveller who visist the gay 
Scandinavian capital during the 
winter months. There is probably 
more nightlife in Copenhagen than 
any other European city of equal 
size between October and April. 
About 32 night clubs, all with flit¬ 
tering international shows, allure 
visitors to seek sophisticated gaiet¬ 
ies until 5 a.m. The world-famous 
Royal Danish Ballet performs night¬ 
ly and the tickets go for $3 a piece 
and simultaneously one can pick his 
choice of a variety of concerts and 
theatrical performances. 

“Canadians are discovering the 
pleasures of a winter vacation”, 
notes a Scandinavian Airlines 
System spokesman. A good indica¬ 
tion of that is the fact that the 
traditional off-season used to be 
from early October until the begin¬ 
ning of May. Now it can be shorted 
to be between early November and 
early March. The brand-new Royal 
Hotel of Copenhagen reports that 
in November it was run at about 
80% of the capacity. 

Most Canadians are still under the 
impression that all of Scandinavia 
i during the winter months is an area 


of desolation with snow piled high 
and blizzards raging across the 
countries. Actually, the tempera¬ 
tures in Copenhagen compare favor¬ 
ably with many other cities on the 
Continent and, in effect, resemble 
those of Toronto or New York.

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Medical Co-Operation For 
Comprehensive Outpatient Care 


SONS OF NORWAY 
ADDS TO VARIETY 


A plan offering the Swedish people 
greater possibilities of personal 
medical care and specialized treat¬ 
ment, besides those already exist¬ 
ing under the general health in¬ 
surance system, has been present¬ 
ed to the government by the Swe¬ 
dish Medical Association. 

The outpatient care will, accord¬ 
ing to the plan, be greatly improved 
and expanded by a network of pri¬ 
vately managed “medical houses” 
or centers outside the large met¬ 
ropolitan areas which already have 
such health stations. To begin with, 
some forty centers will be establish¬ 
ed during the next seven or eight 
years, from the southernmost part 
of the country to the far north. All 
will be placed in cities that are 
easily accessible. In 1970 the net of 
outpatient centers should cover 
about 75 per cent of Sweden’s popu¬ 
lation. 

Each center, when completed, will 
have general practitioners and spec¬ 
ialists of eight different types, re¬ 
presenting internal medicine, sur¬ 
gery, gynecology, pediatrics, psy¬ 
chiatry, etc. There will also be an 
X-ray department, a laboratory, faci¬ 
lities for medical gymnastic treat¬ 
ment, etc. Thanks to the teamwork 
of the doctors and their, assistants 
end the modern equipment, patients 
will be spared long waiting hours 
and obtain full diagnostic investiga¬ 
tion. Emergency cases will be ad¬ 
mitted throughout the night. Home 
visits will be made and home care 
offered, in part by cooperation with 
other physicians and institutions. 

Sweden’s First “Medical House” 
Established in 1956 near Stock¬ 
holm. 

The centers will be built and 
equipped by the Swedish Medical 
Association, in cooperation with two 
associated firms, Medical Houses, 
Inc., and Medical Service, Inc. Swe¬ 
den’s first medical house will be 
used as a model. It was opened in 
1956 in Vallingby, one of Stock¬ 
holm’s “satellite cities,” and has 
become very successful. While in 
this case the initiative was private,, 
other outpatient centers of the same 
type in the Stockholm area have 
been established by cooperation be¬ 
tween the Swedish Medical Associa¬ 
tion and the municipal authorities. 
Patients as well as physicians appre¬ 
ciate the efficiency and the quiet 
atmosphere of the new health stat¬ 
ions. 

In the opinion of the Swedish 
Medical Association, the plan now 
presented offers the best possibilit¬ 
ies of improving the standards of 
medical care throughout Sweden and 
easing the pressure on the hospitals.

therefore, be revised, so that in the 
case of private outpatient care the 
costs will be covered to the same 
extent as at the hospitals. 

Swedish taxpayers, too, are likely 
to benefit from the new scheme. 
The privately run outpatient centers, 
where the doctors pay rents, will be 
able to handle many cases which 
now go to the hospitals, and as the 
net is being extended there will be 
less need for public investment in 
medical-care facilities. Most of the 
hospitals in Sweden are run by pro¬ 
vincial or local authorities. 

Compulsory Health Insurance 
Combined with Large Measure of 
Freedom. 

In Sweden health has long been 
considered a matter of public con¬ 
cern to a very high degree, and 
consequently health care is pro¬ 
vided on the basis of need rather 
than of the individual’s ability to 
pay. Completely socialzed medicine, 
however, has not been introduced, 
despite the scheme of general or 
compulsory health insurance that 
has been in effect since the begin¬ 
ning of 1955. The Swedish system in 
health matters may, in fact, be de¬ 
scribed as a combination of exten¬ 
sive public activities and private en- 
terpiise, including voluntary coop¬ 
eration. Many doctors are engaged 
only in private practice, while others 
combine such work and some public 
employment. 

The health insurance scheme pro¬ 
vides free care in hospital wards, 
substantial refunds on private doc¬ 
tors’ bills and prescriptions, and 
the payment of daily sickness bene¬ 
fits. All mothers receive free mater¬ 
nity and delivery care, unless they 
are prepared to shoulder special 
costs. There are no limitations on a 
patient’s choice of physicians, and 
private practitioners may charge 
any fee they wish. Patients, on the 
other hand, are reimbursed by the 
sickness funds according to certain 
standard rates. 

Of the costs for the general health 
.insurance, approximately one-half 
is covered by individual premium 
payments, one-fourth by employer 
contributions, and one-fourth by the 
government, that is, the taxpayers.

Consumer credits under install¬ 
ment agreements in Sweden are es¬ 
timated at somewhat more than 
2,000 million kronor, or 270 kronor 
(about $52) per person. While the per 
capita figure is far below that tof the 
United States, it probably means 
that Sweden tops the European 
countries, with Britain as second- 
If the installment trade is seen in 
relation to the gross national pro¬ 
duct, the proportion for the U.S. is 
eight per cent, for Britain 3.8 and 
for Sweden 2.5 per cent, according 
to a Swedish survey. Of the Swedish 
total, motorcars account for 43 per 
cent. Some 70 per cent such pur¬ 
chases are made on an installment 
basis. A Swedish organization known 
as Kreditregister, or Credit Regis¬ 
ter, has aobut two million people on 
file and keeps records of all abuse 
of installment buying- More than 
3,000 department stores and other 
relailers, banks, etc. are members. 

The extension division of Sweden’s 
youngest university, that of Gothen¬ 
burg, has introduced conversation 
lessons in English over the telephone 
for students who are short of time. 
The method is still on the experi¬ 
mental level. Four native English 
{eachers are giving fifteen students 
20-minute conversation lessons a- 
bout twice a week. A chapter in a 
book or an article in a newspaper, 
agreed on in advance, forms the 
basis of ten lessons, and the teacher 
corrects, criticizes and encourages 
the student as if they were sitting 
face to face. At the end of the fall 
semester the teachers will make an 
appraisal of the effectiveness of the 
method.

Legal abortions in Sweden have 
decreased considerably during the 
last 10-15 years. Last year the total 
was 2,050, compared with a peak ot 
about 6,000 in 1951. The great ma¬ 
jority of women seeking abortion 
are married- Today about one-half 
of the requests are granted. The 
law legalizing abortions was intro¬ 
duced in 1938, after comprehensive 
studies, and amended in 1946. The 
amendment, which permits abortion 
for combined medical and social 
reasons, is the only part of the legis¬ 
lation which remains somewhat con¬ 
troversial. Last year it was applied 
in 182 cases, against 736 in 1951. 
Medical authorities believe that the 
number of illegal abortions also has 
decreased considerably. The propor¬ 
tion of children born out of wedlock 
is declining.

Alberta’s 38th provincial park, 
established by Order-In-Council last 
October, will provide limited re¬ 
creation facilities for vacationers 
and visitors by the end of this sum¬ 
mer. 

Big Knife park comprises 567 
acres in an area south of Forestburg 
and bordered by the Battle River. 
It is designed to provide a recrea¬ 
tional area for the people of Al¬ 
berta, and particularly the residents 
of the nearby owns of Foresburg, 
Heisler, Alliance and Galahad. 

While tourists are welcome to en¬ 
joy the facilities provided in Al¬ 
berta’s provincial parks, the parks 
are primarily designed for the re¬ 
sidents of the province. There is a 
park within easy reach of almost 
every town in Alberta. The most 
northerly park is Lac Cardinal, about 
28 miles south west of Peace River; 
and the most southern park is Writ¬ 
ing-On-Stone which adjoins the Al- 
berta-Montana border. Alberta’s pro¬ 
vincial parks vary in size- from the 
four acre Ma-Me-0 Beach Park, near 
Gull Lake, to the giant 78-square 
mile Cypress Hills Park which ex¬ 
tends to the Saskatchewan border 
south of Medicine Hat. 

Big Knife is the only provincial 
park to be established in the past 
two years. 

A start was made last November 
on a mile of road into the site select¬ 
ed for the picnic area. It is hoped 
to have the road completed and the 
first of the amenities installed to¬ 
wards the latter part of this com¬ 
ing summer. Initial facilities for pic¬ 
nickers and visitors will consist of a 
well, stoves, table and supplies of 
firewood. The park’s main recreation 
site has been planned for the area 
at the junction of Big Knife Creek— 
from which the park gets its name— 
and the Battle River.

ment foresight, large tracts of land 
throughout the province were de¬ 
signated as parklands and today, al¬ 
though 38 provincial parks have al¬ 
ready been established, as well as 
16 historical sites, there still re¬ 
main large areas that may be deve¬ 
loped as provincial parklands. 

Administration of Alberta’s pro¬ 
vincial parks was originally the re¬ 
sponsibility of a board under the 
Department of Public Works and 
later that of the Department of 
Lands and Forests. In 1949 the Pro¬ 
vincial Parks Board was establish¬ 
ed within the Department of Lands 
and Forests, and in March 16, 1959 
the Provincial Parks Branch of the 
department was formed. 

Alberta’s provincial parks were 
visited by 1,500,000 tourists and holi¬ 
daymakers last year, and the pro¬ 
vincial parks branch expects that 
figure to be exceeded by nearly 
250,000—depending on weather con¬ 
ditions—by the end of this summer. 

Provided also for Albertans are 
the Wilderness Provincial Park, 
which adjoins Jasper National Park 
in the north and extends along the 
B.C border, and two wilderness 
areas established under the Forest 
Reserves Act in 1961. The Wild¬ 
erness Provincial Park, established 
under an act passed in 1959, covers 
an area of 2,149 square miles. The 
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Siffleur Wilderness, 159 square miles, 
is located 96 miles west of Olds, and 
(he White Goat Wilderness, 489 
square miles, is situated about 110 
miles west of Red Deer. The Wild¬ 
erness Provincial Park and the two 
wilderness areas, administered by 
the Department of Lands and For¬ 
ests are designed to preserve as 
far as possible the natural scene. 
The areas are not subject to any 
development, except by special pro¬ 
vision of Council, or provided with 
roads. They remain for Albertans 
and visitors to the province, vast 
areas in their natural condition.

SKI CHAMPS 

The Children’s Ski Fund of the 
Norwegian Ski Association is in full 
swing with its annual ski schools 
for youngsters in many part of the 
country. Every year, starting early 
in January, more than 6,000 boys 
and girls receive free instruction in 
Norway’s national winter sport. 

In the capital city of Oslo, ski 
training began Jan. 7 with special 
courses in turning, track technique, 
and jumping for teenagers 10 years 
and up. Next week, on Jan. 21, ski 
schools for the 5-13 year age group 
win get under way. This year, some 
800 would-be skiers are participat¬ 
ing in the special courses, held at 
17 different places about 3000 
have enroled in the basic children’s 
ski schools. These are held at 22 
places throughout Greater Oslo. 
There are altogether 50 instructors. 

In a novel venture, the Children’s 
Ski. Fund is organizing Sunday cour¬ 
ses, in which children can take part 
while patents are skiing on their 
own. 

The Children’s Ski Fund receives 
an annual subsidy from the Mun¬ 
icipality of Oslo to finance the train¬ 
ing courses. In addition, 18 sports 
clubs give valuable assistance by 
supplying volunteer. 

Education on the higher level is 
showing the weaknesses of the pre¬ 
sent age of high finance.

Novel Scheme Launched 


The Oslo newspaper Aftenposten 
reports that three farmers in the 
Tynset district of East Norway have 
merged their farms into one oper¬ 
ating unit of some 150 acres of culti¬ 
vated land. Forest tracts belonging 
to the farms may be included in 
the joint operation later. Other 
small farmers have joined forces by 
establishing common barns, moun¬ 
tain dairies and machinery pools, 
but the scheme launched in Tynset 
is the most far reaching ever at¬ 
tempted in Norwegian agriculture. 
Under the plan, Magne Sandbakken, 
Ole Sandtroen and Odd Sandvold 
have removed all fences dividing 
their respective properties. All op¬ 
eration, including cultivated land, 
work buildings, cattle and machin¬ 
ery, are now a joint undertaking. 


So are bookkeeping and victualling. 
Each week, the men work and eat 
three days on one farm, then three 
days on another. That week, the 
housewife on the third farm is free 
to tend to her own chores. 

An igloo was built recently in a 
park at the center of Stockholm, op¬ 
posite the Royal Palace, and three 
men moved in for the night.

NORDIC COUNCIL 
MEETS IN OSLO 

The Uth session of the consulta¬ 
tive Nordic Council, comprising Par¬ 
liamentarians and Government 
Members from Denmark, Finland, 
Iceland, Norway and Sweden open¬ 
ed in Oslo on Feb. 16. The meeting 
is expected to last a scant week. 
Including Government experts, cleri¬ 
cal assistants, newspaper, radio and 
TV. reporters, some 200 persons will 
be engaged in the Council session.
